effay nothing will be difficult to me, and I 
; dare promite the fucceis of my wings before- 

hand, from the obfervations I have made in 
the different experiments. I have tried for 

thefe 14 or 15 years with machines far from 
the perfection of my prefent piece of mechan- 
ifm. I flatter myfeif I fhall yet have the 
jatisfaétion of returning to Paris ona fixed 
day, flying in the air.” 

Bianchard made his 30th €xperiment on 
the 5th inftant, at B:fle. He afcended in 
the prefence of the Margrave of Baden, 
without the ufual boat, his wings, or para- 
chute, owing to an Opening of a about fix 
inches towards the equatorial part of the bal- 
loca, which prevented its being completely 
filled. Al! the effortsto raife the boat or 
batket being fruitlefs, he tied four of the 
ropes at the bottom of aeroftat, and in 
that manner mounted the airy regions, In 
fpiring a general confternation and terror ai! 
around. A mournful fience, expreflive of 
their inward anxiety, feized all the numer- 
ous fpectators, and it was only the colours 
waved in the air by Blanchard, that tranquil- 
lized theirminds. His elevation was foon at 
fuch a height, that he hardly diftinguifhed 
the mountains he was foaring above. But as 
he was not fufficiently cloathed, he could not 
long refift the feverity of the cold. The hea- 
vens were calm, and not the leaft cloud ob- 
ftracted the majeftic expanfive view. On 
that endlefs circle of mountains the eye en- 
joyed one of the moft glorious {peétacles of 
the atmofphere. It was with regret that he 
was forced to quit that enchanting {cene, 
after an excurfion of about half anhour. He 
examined the balloon, and perceived the frac- 
ture that prevented its being completely fil- 
led, and rendered abortive his efforts to raife 
the boat, &c. He then pulled the valve’s 
ftring and immediately felt he was defcend- 
ing. The objeéts bega: to be more vifible, 
and for fear of talling on the tops of fome 
houfes, or the neighbouring forcft, he pul- 
led the flring a fecondtime. By this fecond 
ill the valve unluckily gave way ; the in- 
flammable air began to fly, and he was hur- 
ried gown about two hundred fathoms with 
great rapidity.

s, or any of them, within this ftate, 
nt {pirits excepted ; and that the Con- 
refs will not lay direét taxes within this 
, but when the monies arifing from the 
oft and excife fhall be infufficient for the 
sublic exigencies, nor then, until Con- 
refs fhall firft have madea requifition upon 
this fiate to affefs. levy and pay the amount 
of fuck requifition, made agreeably to the 
cenfus fixed in the faid conititution, in fuch 
way and manner as the legiflature of this 
ftate hall judge beft ; but that in fuch cafe, 
if the ftate fhall refufe or negleft to pay its 
proportion, purfuant to fuch requifition, 
then the Congrefs may affefs and levy this 
ftate’s proportion, together with intereft at 
the rate of fix per centum per annum, from 
the time at which the fame was required to 
be paid.
